The selectmen and school com- 
mittee members have been con- 
ducting joint work sessions in re- 
cent weeks in an attempt to fully 
examine the possibility of ob- 
taining town economy through 
combining some services. 

Chairman Roger W. Collins 
reported this week that the ses- 
sion have been most co-operative 
and productive. 

Noting that it was the first 
time in some years that there 
had been significant co-operative 
effort between the two boards, 
the selectmen chairman said that 
the joint meetings were initially 
examining the possibility of cen- 
tral purchasing. 

First, the boards are examin- 
ing the work load of both school 
and town departments in this 
area, and the possibility of com- 
bining the activity into a central 
purchasing office. 

The school department now 

. handles its own purchasing 

through a business manager, the 

E town handling that function out of 
the town manager’s office.

i New 
Programs 
Favored 


A panel of teachers Tuesday 
night told the Andover School 
Committee that their colleagues 
overwhelmingly favor their 
“new’’ programs to the ‘‘old”’ 
textbook approach to reading, 
math, science and social studies. 
_ Attitudes on AIRS (Andover In- 
dividualized Reading System), 
IMS (Individual Math System), 
SCIS (Science Curriculum Im- 
provement Study) and HOLT 
Databank (social studies 
program) had been surveyed via 
questionnaire in the spring, and 
the results show that the 
teachers generally prefer 
teaching the new courses, that 
the pupils enjoy learning through 
them, that skills are more 
properly sequenced, there’s 
more individual assistance to 
pupils, and the courses do a 
better job of reaching students of 
all abilities. 

There was a general plea, 
however, for more resource 
materials to round out the 
programs, particularly for the 
“‘slower’’ pupils. 

Mrs. Grace McCabe, teacher 
at Shawsheen School, reported 
the teachers ‘‘overwhelmingly in

manager charter permit the 
combination of such services, in- 
sofar as such activity deals with 
other than educational materials. 

The two boards have also been 
examining the possible combined 
utilization of computers. 

In another area the joint 
sessions have examined capital 
expenditure planning. 

Chairman Collins feels that the 
co-operative effort and attitude

All That 
Glitters... 


Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert, 
superintendent of Andover 
schools, told the School Com- 
mittee Tuesday night that a 
TOWNSMAN editorial charging 
a ‘‘gold-plated’’ administration 
that had failed to show ‘‘any 
earthshaking results,’’ had caus- 
ed the administration to take a 
look at itself. 


It was a good thing, he said, h 
“because we realize we haven’t ; 


been pointing out the many, 
many good things we’ve done 
that the public should know 
about.”’ 

Among the ‘‘good things’ he 
cited was the fact that last year 
the Andovér schools spent $246,- 
325 on special education, for 
which they were reimbursed by 


the state. In 1971-72, he said, that 


amount was only $139,916. 

“It’s a very,..very tenuous 
position,’’ he said, ‘‘to wave an 
administrators’ salaries in front 
of their faces.”’ 

He added that he was not com- 
plaining about his salary, but that 
it had barely appreciated the cost 
of living increases since he was 
hired five years ago. ‘‘The School 
Committeemen are consistently 
hard bargainers,”’ he said.

favor’’ of the AIRS and 
linguistics set-up. 

“Three to one they say AIRS is 
more effective than a basic tex- 
t,’’ she said. 

AIRS and IMS, according to 
Assistant Superintendent Ed 
Regan, have carefully sequenced 
objectives, to make sure the 


pupils are not missing skills. 
They are carefully tracked as 
they progress through the 
system. 

“T find AIRS more exciting,”’ 
Mrs. McCabe went on. ‘‘So do 
other teachers, so do the 
children.” 

Her report revealed that by 45 
to 15, the teachers who responded 
prefer teaching AIRS; 39 to 13 
say it’s better for high ability 
students (36 to 18, better for 
medium ability and 29 to 24, 
better for low ability); 40 to 14 
say it motivates the youngsters 
better and 50 to 5 say it better ac- 
commodates’' individual 
differences. 

As for suggestions, Mrs. 
McCabe .made a plea for more 
classics and for a pair of winged 
slippers. 

“Last time I came here I asked 
for roller skates,’ she said. 
‘‘Winged slippers are prettier.”’ 

She went on to report that 48 to 
6, teachers believe they spend 
more time on individual 
assistance with AIRS - - hence 
the need to ‘‘fly’’ from one pupil 
to another faster. 

In closing, Mrs. McCabe asked 
the School Committee to ‘‘Please 
come see us at work.”’ 

Mrs. Betty Drummond, math 
resources teacher, reported that 
most of the teachers involved in 
IMS felt that it accommodates 
individual differences and fosters 
self-confidence and self- 
direction. She said 90 per cent of 
the teachers responding felt the 
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students enjoyed IMS more and 
90 per cent felt it was better for 
high ability students. 

However, the scores were 
about even when dealing with low 
ability students, she said, adding 
that IMS had proven somewhat 
inadequate at Level I. 

In fact, she said, Ginn & Co. 
used recommendations from An- 
dover teachers to revise the first 
grade program. 

But the IMS works best in con- 
junction with the text, Mrs. 
Drummond went on, and 
suggested more supplemental 
materials, particularly at the 
lower levels. 

Regan explained that while 
IMS and AIRS are two truly in- 
dividualized programs, the Holt 
Databank and SCIS are 
‘topical’? - - designed to be 
motivational, basics to be added 
to. The goal, he said is to sur- 
round the youngsters with living 
organisms and a social studies 
center. ‘It’s not a case of ‘put- 
ting it away now,’ like a text- 
book,’’ he explains. 

John Spina, science resource 
teacher, said SCIS provides study 
in small groups and a non- 
pressure learning stiuation, and 
reported that reaction to it was 
favorable. 

“This is partly due,’ he said, 
“to the fact that formerly no 
social science program existed.”’ 
All four of the new programs are 
less than two years old. 

“The children enjoy SCIS,”’ 
Spina went on. ‘‘It’s child- 
centered.”’ 

He said the teachers were par- 
ticularly pro-SCIS in the areas of 
content and sequences, that they 
prefer teaching SCIS by 90 per 
cent, and feel it’s better for 
students of all abilities. 

Some problems exist, he said, 
in the implementation of the 


‘ program in grades 1 through 6, 


particularly if a child is brought 
in at, say level 5, when he hasn’t 
been taught SCIS before. 

Some of the teachers complain 
that they have a pet unit that 
isn’t included in SCIS, he went 
on. ‘‘By all means they should in- 
sert it. It’s a flexible enough 
program.” 

Among his recommendations 
were in-service teaching, a living 
things resource center in each 
school, and a fully iniplemented 
program. 

He explained that for economy 
purposes, only half enough life 
science and physical science un- 
its had been ordered, with a 
teacher using one for half a year, 
then trading off for the other. He 
said equipping a teacher with 
both would allow them to coor- 
dinate the two throughout the 
year. 

“There was also no social 
studies program before, said 
Mrs. Barbara Angelone, who 
added that textbooks sometimes 
varied from room to room in the 
same school, let alone throughout 
the system. 

Overall, she said, 65 of the 92 
teachers who responded to the 
HOLT Databank section of the 
questionnaire, were very 
favorable. 

Like Spina, she added that the 
system is flexible enough to 
allow a teacher to add his own 
‘‘pet”’ unit. 

She recommended mere 
supplementary material, es- 
pecially for children with reading 
problems, in-service teaching 
and supplemental teaching of 
map skills and geography, where 
the youngsters generally show a 
weakness. 

Responding to the survey, 
Committeeman John Wragg said 
the programs had originally been 
touted as ‘“‘the’’ answer, and 
‘now they’re being modified,”’ 
with teachers including the old 
texts ‘‘for the whole package.”’ 

He said Ginn and Co. sold the 
math program to Andover, then 
“experimented with Andover 
children,”’ and ‘‘we paid for it in 
money and paid for it in students 
falling behind,”’ 

“There’s no doubt that we 
could have used supplemental 
programs,’’ said Supt. Dr. 
Kenneth R, Seifert. For economy 
reasons, he said, ‘‘We didn’t buy 
the complete programs. We got 


‘ enough to get us started. We have 


never purchased a Cadillac. We 
have always purchased a 
Chevrolet.”’ 

In recognizing that there had 
never been science or social 
studies programs before, Com- 
mitteeman William King added, 
“Tt’s better than being fat, dumb 
and happy as we were five years 
ago.’’ ‘‘At least we’re making 
forward motion now,”’ he said. 

Assistant Superintendent 
Edward Regan concluded that 
“there will never be a time in 
education when one book or 
program will meet all needs of 
all students.” 

He said he was particularly 
pleased with the survey results, 
because last spring the communi- 
ty was saying ‘‘you don’t know 
what’s going on” and suggested 
dissatisfaction in some of the 
areas. He said the survey, with 
anonymous responses, didn’t 
prove out that the teachers were

Book: Review 


“Sewers Of Warsaw” 


Here we have an interesting 
novel about the Warsaw Uprising 


of 1944. This epic struggle of the: 


Polish Resistance and their 
prolonged battle with the Ger- 
man Army for the control of 
Warsaw is a less known aspect of 


} the Second World War. 


On July 27, 1944, the German 


| authorities in occupied Poland 


announced that within three days 
100,000 Poles were to report for 
work on fortifications to be built 
around their city. In response, 
General Bor-Komorowski, the C- 
in-C of the Polish Underground 
Army, ordered an uprising in 
Warsaw to begin at 5:00 p.m. on 
September 1st. The military ob- 
jectives were clear: to take con- 
trol of the city and thus prevent 
the Germans to use Warsaw as a 
stronghold. Furthermore, this 
action was also to help the Soviet 
Army in their offensive 
westward. The political objec-

tives, however, were more com- 
plex. 

In April of 1943 the Soviet 
Government broke diplomatic 
relations with the Polish Govern- 
ment in London because of the 
controversy over the Soviet 
massacre of Polish officers at 
Katyn in the Spring of 1940, and 
consequently the relations 
between the Polish Underground 
and the Soviets were not 
clarified. 

Furthermore, in view of the 
ambivalent position of the Soviet 
Union towards the territorial in- 
tegrity of the Polish state and its 
underground authorities in 
Poland, the political objective of 
the Uprising was to take control 
of the capital in the name of the 
Home Army (Armia Krajowa) 
and the Polish Government-in- 
Exile, and thus force the Soviets 
with a faits accomplis, which 
would undermine the political 
claims of the Polish Committee 
of Nationa! Liberation in Lublin 
and their troops fighting at the 
side of the Red Army. 


Militarily the Home Army in 
Warsaw, 35,000 men strong, was 
poorly prepared for the assigned 
task. Its lightly armed troops had 
to face a German garrison of 20,- 
000 well-armed men, supported 
by some panzer-units from the 
““Totenkopf,”’ ‘‘Wiking,’’ ‘‘Her- 
man Goering,’ and the 19th 
Lower Silesian divisions. Yet, 
this uneven battle for Warsaw 
was to rage for 63 days. In the 
end the costs for both sides were 
high: 18,000 insurrectionists lost 
their lives, 6,500 were wounded, 
150,000 civilians perished, and 70 
per cent of the city was 
destroyed. On the other side the 
Germans had lost 19,000 men, 7,-

000 wounded, and equipment for 
a full armored division.

the novel on his personal 
recollections. He presents his 
story from the low-level view of a 
foot-soldier, and he takes the 
readers with his squad from the 
heavy battles over the western 
suburbs, the bloody struggle in 
the Old City, to the dramatic 
retreat through the sewers into 
the central parts of the town, 
where his squad continues its 
epic adventures until the final 
surrender. 

This is a most interesting novel 
written in lively and robust 
language. Its major characters 
are drawn in sharp lines, and the 
battle-scenes are depicted with 
realism, color and verve. This 
reviewer, who also fought in the 
Uprising, can attest to the 
authenticity of this historical 
novel. The author brilliantly cap- 
tures the mood of this fighting ci- 
ty, the spirit of the Resistance 
Soldiers defending their 
homeland, and the bleak drama 
of a hopeless and cruel struggle. I 
was especially moved by the 
description of the withdrawal 
through the sewers; the same 
sewers in which I myself have 
spent many hours on patrols - - 
the smell, the darkness, and the 
fears and hopes of those days 
came back to me from these 
pages in the full realism of those 
long-remembered moments. 

This is indeed a good historical 
novel about the Warsaw Upris- 
ing. It will be read by many with 
deep interest and compassion.

Academy, High School 


The music department of Problem Seems 


Even bad intentions can 
backfire, and end up producing 
some constructive action. 

Last week Phillips Academy 
Headmaster Theodore Sizer and 
10 student leaders came to the 
high school, to talk over a Satur- 
day night series of fist cuffs on 
the PA campus, after an Oct. 6 
rock concert which the coed 
boarding school had opened up to 
local students. 

More trouble erupted the 
following night, but was averted 
by PA campus police ordering all 
the teenagers home. 

The results at this point seem 
to be the absence of further in- 
cidents, and a strengthening, 
rather than a weakening, of the 
resolve of the high school and the 
boarding school to embark on 
some sort of departmental ex- 
change. Language departments 
at the two schools, which already 
have experimented with 
cooperative ventures are already 
sharing some of their resources. 

The original incident that 
triggered the trouble between the 
local high school and boarding 
students may never be fully un- 
derstood or acknowledged. But 
what is promising is the way 
adult and student leaders dealt 
with the potentially explosive 
issue. 

Sizer arrived at the high school 
with newly elected PA school 
president, Neil Migdol, and a 
group including presidents of 
each dormitory cluster, to meet 
with Principal Philip 
Wormwood, Advisory Council 
President Gregg Brown and 
Senior Class Presdient and other 
student leaders. The student 
groups, and the headmasters and 
other officials discussed the issue 
separately. From each meeting 
camethe consensus that the stu- 
dent bodies of the high school and 
PA were not “‘uptight’’ or incens- 
ed about the incident; the trou- 
ble, they concluded, was a situa- 
tion involving just a few 
students, on each side, which 
blew up suddenly, and could have 
gotten ugly, except for the quick 
intervention of PA faculty, in- 
cluding Dr. and Mrs. Sizer. 

Principal Wormwood noted 
that some involved in the fights 
were not presently students at 
either institution. 

Wormwood said the concern of 
students seemed to be lest the 
episode jeopardize recent 
Suggestions from Phillips 
Academy, in line with the

In fact, the meetings of student 
and adult leaders following the 
town-gown fights may have set 
those plans forward, instead of 
back.

Employment Security. This total 
was down from the 216,000 un- 
employed in July when many of 
the state’s factories were shut- 
down for their annual vacation 
period. 

On a seasonally adjusted basis, 
unemployment as a percent of 
the state’s work force was 7.3 
percent in both August 1973 and 
August 1972. The persistence of 
high unemployment was primari- 
ly due to the fact that the number 
of persons in the work force in- 
creased more rapidly than the 
number of jobs, Director 
Gilliland noted. While. total 
employment increased by 42,000 
during the last year, the total 
work force grew by 49,000. 

During the prior year this ad- 
justed unemployment rate 
declined slowly from 7.3 percent 


in August 1972 to 6.9 percent in. 


December and 6.6 percent in 
March 1973. It then climbed to 6.9 
percent in July 1973 and back to 
7.3 percent in August. The com- 
parable adjusted unemployment 
rate for the United States declin- 
ed from 5.6 percent in August 
1972 to 4.7 percent in July 1973 
and then inched up to 4.8 percent 
in August. 

Manufacturing employment in 
August recovered much of the 
ground lost temporarily by 
traditional July shutdowns, and 
reported an employment level 
over 20,000 above August 1972. 
Virtually all of the gain was in 
durable goods production, es- 
pecially fabricated metals, 
machinery, electrical machinery 
and electronic components. 

While total employment in non- 
durable goods manufacturing 
was essentially unchanged from 
a year ago, mixed trends in this 
sector were apparent with well 
diversified gains in textiles, ap- 
parel, paper, chemicals, jewelry, 
toys, sporting goods, and plastics 
over the year offsetting drops in 
leather and food products. 

Employment in the non- 
manufacturing sector declined 
by 5400 in August due to the 
customary falling off from July 
when trade and services are tem- 
porarily staffed up to peak for 
the vacation trade. Nonmanufac- 
turing employment was up 25,000 
over August 1972, however, with 
increases of 12,300 in trade, 9100 
in services, 4200 in government, 
and 2700 in construction. 

Although statewide unemploy- 
ment in August was little chang- 
ed from August 1972, the large 
metropolitan areas showed 
diverging patterns because of 
different population trends and 
industrial compositions. In the 
Boston area, a large rise in the 
work force over the past year 
caused a substantial increase in 
unemployment despite gains in 
employment. 

Without adjustment for 
seasonal fluctuations, the Lowell 
area continued to have the 
highest unemployment rate in 
the state - 10.9 percent - because 
of work force growth. However, 
the Worcester area, which also 
had substantial increase in its 
labor force, now has the lowest 
rate, 6.0 percent, due to gains in 
the metal and machinery in- 
dustries. In other areas such as 
Springfield - Chicopee - Holyoke 
where durable goods manufac- 
turing dominates, unemployment 
also dropped over the year. 
Unemployment was down in the 
Lawrence-Haverhill area 
because of a decline in the area 
work force. 


Scrap or recycled materials

North Andover left University 
Hospital recently with the full ex- 
pectation that within a few weeks 
he will be able to carry on his 
normal life, maintaining virtual- 
ly a normal diet. 

Dr. Carl A. Olsson, chief of 
urology at University Hospital 
and the senior physician in 
charge of Mr. Cafarelli’s case, 
first suggested. the novel ap- 
proach to urological surgery 
when he was a resident in 1969. 

Mr. Cafarelli was referred to 
University Hospital, part of 
Boston University Medical 
Center, after urological ex- 
amination elsewhere revealed 
tumorous masses thought to be 
renal (kidney) cancer. 

A major concern was the 
affected kidney also happened to 
be his only remaining kidney, the 
other having been removed 20 
years ago after complications 
arose following removal of 
kidney stones. 

Examination by Dr. Olsson and 
the later surgery itself showed 
that the real problem was 
tumerous masses both in Mr. 
Cafarelli’s kidney and his ureter 
(the tube conducting urine from 
the kidney to the bladder) - 
masses that, while technically 
benign, where nevertheless local- 
ly destructive. 

In a seven-hour procedure, two 
teams of surgeons worked 
simultaneously. One team 
removed the kidney, placed it in 
a surgical ‘‘cassette’’ atop an ap- 
paratus that bathed the organ in 
a special fluid, and proceeded to 
repair it - all of this a distance 
away from the patient. The se- 
cond team tended to Mr. 
Cafarelli’s immediate needs. 


Dr. Olsson explained that 


repair of the kidney outside the 
body permitted the surgeons a 
clearer field of vision, 
dramatically reduced blood loss, 
and, most importantly, yielded 
the desired and result - preserva- 


' tion of sufficient kidney to main- 


tain life. 

Mr. Cafarelli’s surgery was 
called a partial nephrectomy - 
that is, one half of his kidney was 
surgically excised to destroy the 
tumerous mass. After comple- 
tion of the repair in the surgical 
cassette, the remaining half a 


| kidney was replaced in the 


patient’s body. 

An added problem in this case 
was the involvement of the 
patient’s ureter in the tumor 
process. The lower third of his 
ureter was also removed, 
necessitating that his remaining 
kidney part and the remaining 
ureter be placed back in his body 
at a lower position than where 
they had been positioned 
originally. 

This kind of repositioning of an 
organ in the same body is called 
an ‘‘autotransplant.”’ 

The benign tumor in the kidney 
and the ureter was called a 
cholestiotoma, a mass more 
often found in the ear. 
Cholestiotomas are extremely 
rare in the urological system, 
with only about: 150 cases 
previously reported in the 
medical literature. 

Curiously, the 34-year-old Dr. 
Olsson had earlier cared for a 
patient who had the same dis- 
ease. 

Dr. Olsson explained that the 
new approach to urological sur-

gery might in the future be 
adapted to operations for such 
conditions as certain kinds of 
kidney stones, microscopic 
damage to renal blood vessels, 
difficult cases requiring repeat 
operations on the same kidney, 
severe and traumatic damage to 
the kidney and/or ureter, and 
certain kinds of malignancies. 

If the ‘“‘outside-the-body”’ ap- 
proach had not been used in the 
present case, an alternative 
would have been an attempt to 
repair the damaged kidney inside 
the body. This procedure would 
have produced questionable 
results, according to the senior 
physician, and a second opera- 
tion would have been necessary 
to move the kidney down once the 
gamaged ureter had been remov- 
ed. 


Another method would have in- 
volved total, permanent removal 
of the damaged ureter and 
kidney, and then chronic 
hemodialysis (blood cleansing) 
while the patient awaited an ap- 
propriate match for a kidney 
transplant. 


As it turned out, Mr. 
Cafarelli’s repaired kidney was 
able to function effectively 
within two weeks after surgery. 
In the interim, the patient re- 
quired dialysis only four times. 


Mr. Cafarelli is teaching- 
principal of the Armitage 
Elementary School in Saugus. He 
teaches a third and fourth level 
class in the ungraded school. 
During this month as a patient at 
University Hospital, he has 
received piles of cards and notes 
from the students and faculty in 
his school, including messages

Research support was 
provided by the Massachusetts 
Kidney Foundation and the 
Waters Company of Rochester, 
Minn., which helped develop the 
special ‘‘bench’’ apparatus. 


The team of physicians who 
performed the surgery and 
provided for Mr. Cafarelli’s 
follow-up care was headed by Dr. 
Olsson, a resident of (Highland 
Street) Newton and a 1964 
graduate of BU School of 
Medicine.

Two young Andover mothers, 
both working registered nurses, 
have begun a professional 
nursery school for handicapped 
youngsters, to fill a need they see 
in Merrimack Valley. The 
Curious Citizen pays a visit to see 
what goes on. 

The Christ Church Professional 
Nursery School for the Han- 
dicapped, now operating five 
mornings a week at Christ 
Episcopal Church on Central 
Street, offers cerebral palsied, 
epileptic, mentally retarded and 
other handicapped children 
stimulation to learn and adapta- 
tion to social stiuations.

To parents, the nursery for 
handicapped children offers sup- 
port and relief. 

The learning stimulation and 
the relief are appreciated by 
mothers of handicapped 
children; they spend hours alone 
with their special children trying 
to extend their living possibilities 
with exercises - - then sometimes 
cannot get away for grocery 
shopping, for lack of a babysitter 
willing and able to cope with the 
child’s special needs, or with the 
possibility of a seizure. 

To these mothers, R.N.’s Veryl 
Anderson and Cynthia Stocking 
are true friends. Both work eight- 
hour nursing shifts, 3-11 p.m., 
Veryl at Bon Secours, Cynthia at 
Hughes House.

Christ Church, where Veryl 
Anderson is a parishioner, has 
offered whatever facilities the 
nursery needs. The United 
Cerebral Palsy Clinic is 
cooperating, and will provide ex- 
pertise and a therapist once a 
week. A board of directors, head- 


ed by Mrs. Richard E. Sheahan, 


backs up Veryl and Cynthia’s 


dedication. 


Handicapped children from six 


months to six years old are 
accpeted at the Nursery. 


The seven regular children at 


the nursery now range. from 16 
months to five years, and the 


results after one month range 
from real progress to dramatic 
progress. 

“Jimmy was an adorable 
blonde whirlwind when he first 
came. We didn’t know if we could 
handle him.’’ But the therapy

Jimmy’s vocabulary has ex- 
panded in the few weeks since;

Another child, mostly blind, 
lay on the carpeted floor where 
the children play, not moving 
much. But you could see that she 
registered that Jimmy had gone 
into the adjoining playroom, and 
she responded when he came 
back. 

Cynthia and Veryl frequently 
reminded another child, ‘‘Kathy, 
remember to sit right!’’, and 
Kathy would smile and quickly 
move her legs out straight in 
front of her. 

The Curious Citizen wonders 
‘Why does it matter how Kathy 
sits?”’ and asks. ‘‘It’s important 
for Kathy to have her legs out 
straight in front of her when she 
is sitting on the floor, to stretch 
her hamstrings, and make it 
easier for her to learn to walk by 
herself. She’s good about it and 
pretty soon she’ll remember it 
all by herself.’’ A little later, 
Kathy was practising walking 
from Veryl and Cynthia, not 
quite by herself, but gaining con- 
fidence and balance. Kathy is 
four. 

Mrs. June Nolin of Lawrence 
brought Eric for the first time on 
Monday. She had heard about the 
Nursery School for the Han- 
dicapped at 16 month-old Eric’s 
therapy clinic.

to Jimmy at the Christ Church Professional Nursery School for 
Handicapped Children, as they finish a game together. 


Mrs. Nolin stayed around to 
see that things went right with 
Eric, and of course they didn’t, at 
first. Eric wouldn’t stop crying. 
But after we noticed that Eric 
was watching to see if his mother 
was watching him cry, Mrs. 
Nolin ducked out to sit on the 
steps of Christ Church’s modern 
education building. She talked 
with the TOWNSMAN’S Curious 
Citizen, who wanted to know 
what it was like to have a han- 
dicapped child, and what it 
meant to have a five-day nursery 
for the handicapped suddenly 
open up in Andover. Except for a 
program run at Tewksbury State 
Hospital, there are no such pre- 
school experiences set up for 
handicapped children, who need 
them more than ordinary 
children need pre-school. 

“It’s not easy to have a han- 
dicapped child,’’ says Mrs. Nolin. 

“T’m alone, and I work two or 
three days a week as a waitress 
at Valle’s Steak House. I don’t 
have any other life besides Eric. 
My girl friend keeps him while I 
am working, but I can’t leave 
him with a sitter, because he 
might have a seizure. I can’t take 
him shopping, because he can’t 
sit up in the cart, though he’s 16 
months old.”’ ; 

What does she hope for from 
the Christ Church Professional 
Nursery for Handicapped 
Children? . 

“Stimulation, to work on his 
own, mainly with his hands. I do 
exercise him alone at home, but 
you can only do so much, and for 
so long. Especially because he 
just hates it. And the mornings 
here will give me a chance to do 
errands without having to depend 
on my girl friend or my parents, 
who have been just great to us.’’ 
Mrs. Nolin went back to poke her 
head in the door. Eric was fine. 
She gratefully went on her way. 

There are still openings for 
more handicapped children at the 
nursery. Interested parents 
should contact Veryl Anderson 
and Cynthia Stocking by calling 
the new telephone listing of the 
Christ Church Professional 
Nursery for Handicapped 
Children between 9 a.m. and 12 
on weekdays, 

And there are openings for 


help! 


Ms. Anderson and Ms. Stocking 
hope that student internes can be 
added from the high school or 
Phillips Academy, as enrollment 
increases. ‘‘We can train them in 
handling the special needs of 
these children. And that could be 
the beginning of a list of 
babysitters for these mothers to 
call, qualified to handle their 
children’s needs.”’ 

And if someone with a driver’s 
license really wants to help, adds 
Veryl Anderson, ‘‘some parents 
need transportation. A han- 
dicapped child from a Spanish- 
speaking family in Lawrence is a 
prospective student, but can’t 
come without transportation 
arrangements. The mother is 
having open heart surgery this 
week; the father is holding down 
two jobs. If one or two volunteers 
want to do something really con- 
structive, they can pick this child 
up in Lawrence to be here at 9 
a.m. and take him home at 12. He 
needs help.”’ 


The nursery also hopes for a 
paid aide, when the enrollment 
expands, and funding is found. A 
paid aide? How about the leaders 
getting paid? 

“We are applying for funding,”’ 
Cynthia and Veryl patiently ex- 
plain, ‘‘through the Office for 
Children, and we hope for private 
funding too. But I guess we can’t 
expect funding until we prove we 
have a successful program. We 
will be grateful for any help and 
money we can get.”’ 

No funding was available, but 
Veryl and Cynthia didn’t want to 
wait for funding. They took on 
the job of leading the nursery 
together without pay, until fun- 
ding could be found. 

The Christ Church Professional 
Nursery for Handicapped 
Children opened on Sept. 17, and 
now has seven regular children, 
with more on the way. All the 
parents have seen progress in 
their children. For Very! Ander- 
son and Cynthia Stocking, it’s ex- 
citing, exhausting, rewarding. 

Their needs now are for 
transportation, time and money. 
And a community like Andover 
should be; able to help fill these 
needs.

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Editorial Comment 


Good Start 


The town’s two most important boards have made an 
initial and commendable start toward a possible 
economizing of municipal operations. 

The selectmen and school committee members have 
been exploring the possibility of combining some ser- 
vices utilized by both in an effort to produce some 
money-saving, good managements practices for the 
town. 

The two boards have been meeting in joint work 
sessions to examine the possibilities. 

The effort is commendable on two counts, one, the aim 
toward municipal efficiency, the other, the two elected 
bodies meeting amicably. 

For many years in the past, the selectmen had their 
own sphere of activity, the educational administration 
theirs, each holding their responsibilities sacrosanct and 
untouchable. 

But, now it appears that there is concerted effort to 
produce mutual trust in each other and awareness of that 
responsibility to the community they serve is not, and 
can not be singular or selfish in approach. 

Their initial studies are concérned with possible com- 
bined purchasing procedures. 

In this one area, alone, we can foresee the possibility of 
savings to the town. 

Another service under consideration is mutual use of 
computer services. 

Both have advantageous possibilities for the taxpayers 
of the community. 


As of the moment, these items have been under study _ 


by the town’s elected officials on an exploratory basis. 

The administrators who work with the system daily, 
have not examined the matter as yet, as the two boards 
continue to examine the matter in their work sessions. 

The results of these sessions may not come to fruition 
in the near future, to be sure. 

But the very fact that the elected officials have seen fit 
to devote their time to examining the possibilities of 
merged services to the benefit of the taxpayers of the 
town, is indeed commendable. We are hopeful there will 
be beneficial results. 


Co-Operation 


There is every.indication this past week that new in- 
dustrial tenants in Andover are interested in being good 
neighbors. 

First, there is the decision of the Cressey-Dockham 
Co., or International Grocers Association (IGA) to 
accept the selectmen’s decision on utility line costs to 
their new warehouse in Lowell Junction. 

Then, Arkwright/Boston Insurance Co., presented to 
the planning board, this week, altered plans for an access 
road to their industrial area in West Andover. 

In the case of Cressey Dockham, there was an ap- 
parent misunderstanding between officials of the firm 
and the town regarding the extension of water and sewer 
lines to the new warehouse. 

In announcing that they had decided to pick up the 
costs as outlined by the selectmen, according to town 
meeting vote, the Cressey-Dockham officials noted that 
they wished to be respected and admired citizens of the 
town. Their initial move certainly sets them on that 
course. 

Further we rather enjoy their comment that ‘‘we’re 


lovers, not fighters,’ to that we might add the well 


known phrase, ‘‘all the world loves a lover.”’ 

As for Arkwright/Boston, the firm had initially propos- 
ed a boulevard-like approach to their property for the 
Hewlett-Packard plant in West Andover when they 
appeared before the planners some months ago. 

The new road was to be built over Brundrett Avenue. 

There was, as expected, considerable local opposition. 

This week, representatives of Arkwright presented 
new plans, more palatable to the neighborhood - - the 
road is moved some 35 feet from residential property. 

The new roadways are still under study by the planning 
board, but in their appearance with altered plans this 
week, the industrial developers have given further

October leaves that flutter 
down on lawns should be raked up 
once a week and put on a compost 
pile. Don’t burn them or throw 
them away. Leaf mulch contains 
proteins that turn into nitrates as 
well as trace elements which 
trees and plants require, says 
Robert A. Bartlett. Mulch 
enriched soil is valuable to your 
prize trees and shrubs. 

Mr. Bartlett suggests two com- 
post piles. On one, use only oak 
leaves. These leaves are acid and 
make excellent compost to 
spread around acid loving shrubs 
as azalea, rhododendron, an- 
dromeda, laurel and evergreens. 

Leaf composts should be built 
in layers. Over each layer, 
sprinkle a little plant food, lime 
and soil. Water the layer down. 
Every now and then, turn over 
the whole heap. In one year a 
good enriched compost is ready 
for use. If unturned, compost 
takes longer, at least two years 
to develop. 

Burning leaves is ‘‘verboten.”’ 
Most communities forbid it 
because of air pollution. Excess 
smoke is also injurious to tree 
branches and flowering shrubs. 
The smoke enters.porous len- 
ticels on the stems and causes 
next year’s blooms to whither 
and drop just as they are un- 
folding. 


If leaf fall on lawns is not 
heavy, use a mechanical leaf- 
chopper that chews up the leaves 
into tiny bits and deposits them 
between blades of grass on the 
lawn,

that police officers must monitor 
the old existing meters, using 
valuable time. I submit that if 
revenue is not substantial free 
parking would allow the police to 
pursue more productive work, 
i.e., catching speeders, an abun- 
dance of whom use our particular 
neighborhood streets. My 
neighbors have made many com- 
plaints to the police but never 
seem to get any action. 

(2) Sewer Easement on Lowell 
Street. Once again our selectmen 
were not well enough informed to 
venture an opinion, preferring to 
toss the ball to the Conservation 
Commission, One member of 
that too powerful body tried to 
make us believe that his opinion 
was the consensus of the board, 
stating that we would lose 
matching state funds if we voted 
to pass this article. Another 
member pointed out that her 
colleague’s opinion was just that, 
no vote had been taken by the 
Conservation Commission on this 
article, and state funds had never 
been forthcoming in any case. 

(3) Mosquito Control. An 
amendment to the original arti- 
cle offered on the floor really 
threw our selectmen into a tizzy. 
They immediately voted to sup- 
port the amendment, but after 
cogent points were made by Mr. 
McQuade, Town Council and 
several citizens they took 
another ‘‘quick’’ vote and 
withdrew their support for the 
amendment. One wonders if our 
selectmen have even read their 
newspapers the past several 
months. Certainly the average 
citizen is well aware of the con- 
troversy surrounding mosquito 
control. 

(4) Flood Plain Zoning. Here 
was the most outstanding 
attempted dupe of the night. 


Again, our elected officials ap-. 


parently rubber stamped the ar- 
ticle without really knowing all 
the ramifications and the Plan- 
ning Board took over. They tell 
us that Andover has been 
designated a ‘‘flood prone area’ 
by the federal government. What 
they don’t mention is that the 
town applied for this designation 
- - the feds didn’t come to An- 
dover, we went to them! Does 
one flood in 325 years really 
justify such a devastating (to 
private property owners) change 
in the zoning laws? But wait! We 
are told that only 12 per cent of 
this property is residential and 
our assessed valuation will not 
suffer. No one mentions real 
property values. Are the 12 per 
cent then to pay 25 year 
mortgages for property whose 
real value will remain static, or 
even diminish, while their fellow 
townsmen watch their property 
values increase yearly? And 
what of the industrial property 
located in the so called flood 
plain - - will we be asked in future 
to subsidize the floodproofing of 
some business wanting to locate 
here because it would be good for 
the town? We are told the Plan- 
ning Board has spent three years 
studying this proposal. In the 
four years I’ve lived here and 
tried to inform myself on town 
matters this is the first I’ve 
heard of it. And why spend so 
much time on a project that is of 
little or no interest to those not 
directly affected by it and not 
wanted by those in the so called 
flood plain? Is it the ‘‘thing’’ with 
planning boards these days to 
have a flood plain? Are we allow- 
ed a voice in our own affairs 
without being called 
“emotional?” 

I think we must all remember 
that these quasi-official boards, 
which seem to multiply in An- 
dover like rabbits, are comprised 
of ordinary citizens who 
sometimes become overly im- 
pressed with their “official” 
duties. Their expertise is often no 
greater than ours, and at times

the fact that they set themselves 
up as authorities, only to be shot 
down on the floor of town 
meeting by ordinary citizens who 
have really done their 
homework.

Our red bag system is now work- 
ing nicely, no thanks to any of- 
ficial inspiration. Adults do not 
need to be told what is good for 
them and we certainly don’t need 
the ‘big brother’ approach that 
seems to be taking hold in An- 
dover. 

Thank God for Town Meeting 
and a chance for the real people 
to be heard.

To the Editor of the 
TOWNSMAN: 

It seems to me that our country 
faces a fundamental challenge in 
terms of the ability of Americans 
to live together in something ap- 
proximating mutual tolerance 
and respect, and that this 
challenge shows itself very vivid- 
ly even at our community level. 
America as a political experi- 
ment, centers around the concept 
of a pluralism of interests and 
philosophies coexisting peaceful- 
ly within a political structure 
designed to promote peaceful 
coexistence in a very 
heterogeneous population. The 
New England town meeting has 
stood for centuries as the most 
shining example of these prin- 
ciples in action. Perhaps the 
most evocative image associated 
with the town meeting is one of 
spirited debate, with all par- 
ticipants maintaining their view- 
points with great passion, but at 
the same time feeling a respect 
for their neighbor’s different 
ideas. Heated debate, but no less 
liking and respect for each other. 
To accomplish this, a person 
must be able to separate ideas 
from the persons who espouse 
them, to discuss ideas for their 
merit alone, totally separate 
from attacks upon the person for 
maintaining that idea. Being only 
human, our attainment of that 
ideal level of objectivity has 
always been at most partial, but 
at the present point in our history 
we seem to be moving still 
further away from its attain- 
ment, and much further along the 
road to division, mutual hate, and 
polarization. If we are unable to 
separate our rejection of an idea 
from rejection of the person who 
holds that idea, then democracy 
will disappear. In terms of 
longevity, our democracy has 
already outlasted expectations; 
there is no magical reason why 
the future of our democracy ex- 
ists apart from what we are or 
are not ready to do to preserve it. 

In Andover we seem to be ex- 
hibiting the national tendency 
toward division. The last few 
town meetings, including that 
held on October 1, have shown 
much more ill feelings and at- 
tacks upon proponents rather 
than examination of their ideas. 
Quite gratuitously a number of 
speakers chose to impugn the 

motives of some proponents 
(especially in the discussion 
around flood plain zoning and 
mosquito spraying) rather than 
to address themselves solely to 
the issues; it should be clear 
that, whatever may be the 
motive of a proponent, his 
proposal should stand or fall on 
its merits, as disclosed in open 
discussion. The majority of the 
crowd Monday did not want dis- 
cussion; they came to vote, and 
they were not to be dissuaded by 
mere facts; better that they 
protect themselves from ex- 
posure to facts. I am not speak- 
ing pro or con on either of the two 
issues, but rather, questioning 
the usefulness of Americans 
reverting to some dark 
puritanical penchant to find 
‘‘unworthy people” in their midst 
and then to treat these people 
with contempt. Certainly there is 
nothing intrinsically contempti- 
ble in opposing a given plan for 
mosquito spraying, though one 
might disagree with the logic of 
the person’s position. In some of 


the hearings regarding spraying, 
the palpable disgust of both sides 
for each other would have seem- 
ed excessive even for defendants 
from the Buchenwald death 
camps. The local newspapers 
have been as much at fault; it is 
one thing to take an editorial 
stance regarding a given issue, 
and something else again to use 
derisive terminology to 
characterize those with whom 
the editorial disagrees. If such 
minor, parochial issues call forth 
such vituperation, how can we as 
a nation possibly live under one 
roof in our more important 
political disagreements? Nations 
slip from democracy into op- 
pressive dictatorship at least in 
part because intolerance of 
differing opinions becomes so 
great that the more powerful 
elements within the society 
decide to rule by force and to ex- 
tinguish forcibly the opinions 
with which they disagree (and in- 
cidentally, the people who hold 
the opinions as well). Intolerance 
and suppression don’t begin at 
high, abstracted levels of govern- 
ment; they begin at the grass 
roots, and Andover should ex- 
amine itself in terms of what it 
may regard as the luxury of in- 
tergroup expressions of hostility.

THE MAMMOTH MILLS of 19th century Lawrence and the masses of immigrants who came to 
“ ‘New City’ on the Merrimack,” to be held from 


Oct. 15 through Dec. 31 at the Lawrence Public Library. 


Dr. Walter Muir Whitehill, 
President of the Board of 
Trustees of the Merrimack 
Valley Textile Museum, remark- 
ed on the fact that Lawrence had 
been created to be a textile city, 
that it had been created from 
pastures by monied men who saw 
industrial potential in daming the 
Merrimack River. Although the 
textile industry had by and large 


~ moved out of Lawrence, the peo- 


ple of Lawrence “have shown a 
resiliancy and adaptability to 
economic change.”’ 

Whitehill praised Mrs. Horatio 
Rogers, who was in the audience, 
for her perception in establishing 
the Textile Museum that does not 
just display early home cloth 
making devices but includes in- 
dustrial history as well. 

David D. Hall, director of the 
American and New England 
Studies Program at Boston 
University, mentioned the 
relevance of the city to industrial 
history and to the study of cities 
today. 

Hall then showed a slide and 
tape presentation entitled 
‘Lawrence Remembered,” a 
brief but fascinating documen- 
tary of Lawrence in the latter 
half of the 19th Century. 

The exhibition will be at the 
library until the end of 
December. The project is a 
result of cooperative efforts 
between the Textile Museum, 
Boston University and the 
Lawrence Public Library and 
was arranged by Clarisse A. 
Poirier, a student at B U. 
During the next two months, 


‘A New Service By 


the library will be a busy place. 
On Saturdays, from one until four 
a loom will clatter in the first 
floor lobby, demonstrating an 
early textile machine. 

A pictorial exhibition on the se- 
cond floor depicts the nature of 
the city during the late 1800's. 
During that time Lawrence was 
among the three top cities as im- 
migration centers. By 1905 
Lawrence had the highest per 
cent of immigrants in the State. 

In 1875 the population was over 
.34,000 and one-third of the men, 
‘women and children were 
employed in the cotton and wool 
industries. Salaries were low - 
under ten dollars for a 60 to 70 
hour work week, with the 
average wage around $6. 

A lecture series and a walking 
tour will also be held during the 
time of the exhibit. 

The walking tour of the North 
and South Canals, power sources 
for the mills and other industries 
will be held on Oct. 28. 

The tour will meet at the dam’s 
gatehouse at 1 p.m. Peter M. 
Molloy, curator of the Museum 
and representatives of the Essex 
Company, the major developer of 
the canals and mills, will guide 
the tour. 

The first floor of the library 
will feature three rotating ex- 
hibits; the first is a display of 
photographs and maps showing 
Lawrence and its growth. The se- 
cond exhibit will feature 
photographs taken by Richard A. 
Hale for the Essex Company and 
will show human interest shots of 
workers and their environment.

Pacific Mills scrap-books and 
photographs. 

A free lecture series on the 
history of Lawrence will be held 
weekly. The lecturers are 
students at B.U. who studied the 
city under the American and 
New England Studies Program. 
Given last year at the Museum, 
they were so pupular and well 
received that an encore in a 
larger room and in the city seem- 
ed appropriate. They will start at 
7:30 p.m. at the Lawrence 
library. 

The first lecture, ‘‘Lawrence 
Architecture,” is a pictorial sur- 
vey of the development of the 
city from its founding in 1845 to 
World War I. 

‘Homes of Mill Operatives’’ is 
the title of the Oct. 19 lecture. 

Laborers and early mill agents 
will be discussed on Nov. 5.

Some of the finest apples in 
years have come from Bay State 
orchards this fall, reports the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture (MDA), but there 
just aren’t enough of them. 

The apples are bigger, juicier 
and of superior flavor, but the 
total harvest - - contrary to 
earlier predictions \ - will be 29 
per cent smaller than 1972. Even 
the experts were fooled. 

That means, of course, that 
apples, like everything else these 
days, have increased in price, 
with no prospect of reduction this 
year. But you will find packs of 
some of the finest apples you 
ever tasted on produce counters 
right now, and enjoy them 
despite the prices. Native McIn- 
tosh, Cortland and Red Delicious 
are available in three and four 
pound film bags, and in some 
cases, in half-peck bags at some 
savings. 

Some of the older favorites like 
Macoun, Baldwin, Russet and 
Northern Spy are found at farm 
stands, in limited quantities. 
You'll have to shop around. 

“The trees bore fruit like 
Christmas tree decorations - - all 
on the outside,’’ says James 
Cassidy, MDA apple specialist. 
“The spring foliage was very 
heavy, due to the heavy spring 
rains, and the set of the blossoms 
very good. But there was nothing 
on the inside.” 

So they’re celebrating National 
Apple Month - - October - - as 
best they can.
